Students  compete  for  three 
Presidential  Scholarships

On  February  1  and  8,  high 
school  seniors  from  as  far 
away  as  Colorado  and  Vir¬ 
ginia  came  to  Saint  Joseph’s 
College  to  compete  for  three 
Presidential  Scholarships. 
The  scholarships  cover  full 
tuition,  room,  and  board  for 
the  four  years  of  college. 

A  total  of  105  students  are 
competing  for  the  scholar¬ 
ship.  In  order  to  qualify  for 
the  competition,  the  students 
met  two  of  the  following 
three  requirements:  an 
adjusted  GPA  of  3.0  or  higher, 
an  SAT  score  of  1100  or 
higher  or  an  ACT  score  of  24 
or  higher,  and  are  in  the  top 
15%  of  their  class. 

At  the  competitions,  the 
students  must  write  an  essay 


which  is  scored  by  the  Presi¬ 
dential  Scholarship  Commit¬ 
tee,  composed  of  faculty.  The 
students  are  also  interviewed 
by  two  committee  members. 

According  to  Frank 
Bevec,  Director  of  Admis¬ 
sions,  the  committee  is 
looking  for  a  well-rounded 
individual-one  that  is  not 
only  accomplished  academi¬ 
cally  but  is  also  a  high  school 
and  community  leader. 

The  students  are  then 
given  a  score  that  is  equally 
based  on  their  GPA,  ACT/ 
SAT  score,  interview  and  es¬ 
say.  The  three  students  with 
the  highest  scores  will  be 
awarded  the  scholarships, 
which  are  expected  to  be  an¬ 
nounced  in  mid-March.

The  American  flag:  should  burning  be  banned?

I  am  100%  against  burn¬ 
ing  the  American  Flag,  and  I 
am  100%  against  anyone, 
ever,  under  any  circum¬ 
stances  forbidding  another 
person  to  bum  that  same 
Flag. 

Banning  Flag  burning  is  a 
very  curious  notion.  After 
all,  Americans  are  free  to 
bum  just  about  anything  they 
please  as  long  as  they  own  it 
and  burning  it  doesn't  hurt 
anyone.  Would  John  Doe  be 
thrown  in  the  slammer  for 
burning  a  napkin  or  his  good 
sheets?  Not  likely  unless 
someone  happened  to  be  in 
those  sheets  at  the  time.  But 
the  Flag  isn't  just  a  piece  of 
paper  or  cloth.  The  Flag  is  a 
symbol,  and  that  is  where  the 
difficulty  lies. 

When  something  sym¬ 
bolic  is  destroyed,  much 
more  than  stone  or  paper  or 
cloth  is  lost.  Something  far 
greater  and  holier  is  des¬ 
ecrated:  i.e.  whatever  was 
symbolized  by  that  object. 

But  symbolism  is  a  slip¬ 
pery  thing.  If  you  don't  be¬ 
lieve  me,  get  four  English 
professors  in  a  room  and  ask 
them  what  is  the  correct  in¬ 
terpretation  of  the  symbols  in 
Hamlet.  Then  run  for  cover. 
You  have  been  warned. 


The  symbolism  of  the 
American  Flag  is  far  less  con¬ 
trived  than  the  images  in  the 
Bard's  poetry.  The  meaning 
of  the  Stars  and  Stripes  has 
grown  and  changed  hundreds 
of  times  since  the  original 
version  with  13  stars  was 
raised  over  an  infant  nation. 
Ask  twenty  people  what  the 
Flag  means.  Maybe  your  his¬ 
tory  professor  will  tell  you 
that  the  red  and  white  stripes 
represent 
blood  and 
cannon 
smoke.  So 
then,  does 
the  Flag 
symbolize 
the  milita¬ 
ristic  atti¬ 
tude  of  a 
country  that  will  use  war  to 
defend  its  interests,  or  is  it  a 
reminder  of  the  constant  need 
to  sacrifice  "our  lives,  our  for¬ 
tunes,  and  our  sacred  honor" 
for  an  obscure  set  of  values  we 
may  never  achieve?  There  is 
a  difference. 

It  gets  only  more  compli¬ 
cated.  Is  the  Flag  a  banner  for 
individual  achievement,  or 
welfare  support,  rule  by  the 
finest,  or  rule  by  the  mob,  or 
just  another  nation  we  happen 
to  call  home?  Does  that  Star 


Spangled  Banner  wave  over 
a  melting  pot  or  a  mixing 
bowl?  Who  has  a  "right"  to 
claim  that  Flag?  Is  there  an 
age?  A  gender?  An  income? 
A  sexual  orientation?  A  level 
or  intelligence?  A  religion? 
A  language?  An  accent?  A 
color?  A  willingness  to  lay 
down  one's  life  to  preserve  it? 
Perhaps  respect  for  the  law? 
Do  criminals  own  that  Flag? 
Does  it  herald  a  right  to  safety 
or  a  right 
to  fail  if 
you  so 
choose? 
The  abil¬ 
ity  to  see, 
hear^peak, 
or  walk? 
Is  it  a 
symbol  of 
past  sacrifices  or  misdeeds? 
Present  conditions?  Future 
hopes  and  dangers?  The  list 
is  endless.  The  answers  are 
not  so  certain  as  you  may  sup¬ 
pose. 

When  someone  bums  a 
flag,  they  bum  what  it  means 
to  them. 

So  if  that  beautiful  Flag 
has  no  one  fixed,  "right" 
meaning,  why  do  I  care  if  ev¬ 
ery  single  American  Flag 
goes  up  in  flames? 

I  care  because  it  has  one 


crystal  clear  meaning  to  me. 

I  can  say  it  in  one  word: 
F reedom.  To  me  the  ultimate 
example  of  freedom  is  the 
right  to  destroy  even  the  sym¬ 
bol  of  that  very  freedom.  The 
minute  that  the  Flag  becomes 
something  which  is  beyond 
the  freedom  of  speech,  some¬ 
thing  which  can  be  regulated 
by  law,  it  becomes  a  symbol 
of  limits  placed  on  freedom. 
Thus  a  flag  which  can  be 
burned  is  a  symbol  of  sacred 
freedom  to  me,  something  I 
would  fight  to  defend,  and 
something  I  would  cry  to  see 
go  up  in  flames. 

A  flag  which  cannot  be 
burned  by  men  and  women 
trying  to  speak  out  as  is  their 
right  is  a  symbol  of  oppres¬ 
sion  and  has  no  meaning  for 
me. 

Laws  to  prohibit  the  burn¬ 
ing  of  the  American  Flag  may 
indeed  prevent  it  from  being 
burned,  but  those  laws  des¬ 
ecrate  and  destroy  the  mean¬ 
ing  of  the  Flag,  making  it 
nothing,  another  piece  of 
cloth,  another  taboo,  another 
place  where  the  fight  for  free¬ 
dom  has  been  lost.  Protect¬ 
ing  the  Flag  by  law  only  de¬ 
stroys  it  Let  the  Flag  stand 
on  its  own.  It  has  done  so  in 
far  graver  times.

Transcript  fee  increase  explained

This  year  the  cost  of  tran¬ 
scripts  has  increased  from  $3 
to  SS  here  at  Saint  Josenh’s 
College.  Many  seniors  have 
noticed  this  increase  in  price 
and  have  been  wondering 
why  the  cost  has  gone  up. 

The  increase  in  the  fee  is 
mostly  due  to  the  transcripts 
now  being  printed  on  security 
paper.  Last  year,  the  tran¬ 
scripts  were  photocopied  onto 
regular  paper.  The 
Registrar’s  Office  reported 
that  there  were  several  cases 
of  alterations  to  transcripts 
and  the  College’s  lawyer  rec¬ 
ommended  that  a  switch  to 
security  paper  be  made.  Also 
for  this  reason,  transcripts  can 
no  longer  be  faxed. 

The  $5  fee  covers  enve¬ 
lopes,  stamp  ink,  copier  sup¬ 
plies,  postage,  request 
acknowledgements,  and  la¬ 
bor.  The  Registrar's  Office  is 
also  going  to  purchase  a  laser 
printer  so  a  small  portion  of 
the  fee  will  be  used  for  sup¬ 
plies  for  the  new  printer. 
There  are  now  multi-copy  re¬ 
quest  forms,  one  copy  of 
which  is  included  with  the 
transcript,  one  to  the  student 
as  a  receipt,  and  one  that  is 
kept  on  file  for  a  year  with  the 
College.  This  is  all  added  on 


to  the  $5  fee. 

Some  extra  fees  had  to  be 
added  to  cover  mailings  to 
previous  students  wno  did  not 
include  the  right  information, 
or  who  cannot  have  a  tran¬ 
script  released  due  to  an  out¬ 
standing  balance  owed  to 
Saint  Joseph’s.  Tfcere  are  ad¬ 
ditional  costs  of  collecting  re¬ 
ceivables  for  unpaid  tran¬ 
scripts. 

Some  students  may  know 
that  there  are  colleges  who 
give  out  free  transcripts,  or  at 
least  have  a  certain  number 
that  is  free  before  a  fee  goes 
into  effect.  Bums  stated  that, 
“free  transcripts  have  hidden 
their  costs  in  other  fees,  such 
as  general  fees,  graduation 
fees,  technology  fees,  etc. 
There  are  also  some  univer¬ 
sities  who  now  charge  $6  to 
$8  per  transcript.” 

Many  students  are  already 
paying  high  fees  for  applica¬ 
tions  to  graduate  or  medical 
school  and  the  cost  of  tran¬ 
scripts  makes  things  a  bit 
more  difficult.  To  help  stu¬ 
dents  out,  Bums  said,“the 
Registrar’s  Office  gives  price 
breaks  to  those  who  are  order¬ 
ing  multiple  copies  of  their 
transcripts  in  a  single  re¬ 
quest.”

Many  of  the  team's  goals 
were  achieved,  as  they  ran 
to  break  thirty-three  of 
their  forty-five  set  goals. 
The  team  had  at  least  nine 
personal  career  bests  at 
this  meet  as  well. 

The  meet  was  the 
best  indoor  meet  so  far 
this  season,  arguably  one 
of  the  best  meets  in  Saint 
Joe  track  history.  Laura 
Witek,  who  qualified  for 
nationals  and  broke  her 


own  school  record  in  the  fif¬ 
teen  hundred  meter  mn,  was 
just  one  team  member  who 
performed  so  outstandingly. 
In  addition,  freshman  Cory 
Walters  also  broke  the 
school’s  record  in  pole  vault, 
which  was  set  by  Cory  the 
previous  week. 

They  are  striving  to 
win  the  conference  meet  in 
late  April.  Based  on  how 
well  the  team  is  progressing, 
they  are  well  on  their  way. 
The  season  is  not  even  in 
full  swing  yet,  but  the  team 
is  full  of  spirit  which  they 
displayed  at  the  Illinois 
Wesleyan  meet. 

Many  freshman  are 
also  proving  to  be  important 
assets  to  the  team. 

When  asked  about 
the  progress  made  this  sea¬ 
son,  Coach  Massoels  said, 
"We  are  heading  in  the  right 
direction,  and  at  this  point 
in  the  season  we  are  ahead 
of  where  I  thought  we 
would  be.

The  men  are  cur¬ 
rently  ranked  nineteenth  in 
the  nation  in  Division  II, 
and  the  women  are  ranked 
eighteenth. 

The  track  team's 
next  meet  is  at  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Chicago  on  Saturday, 
February  15,  where  they 
will  compete  in  the 
Chicagoland  Invitational 
with  as  many  as  forty-three 
teams.
